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DETAILED ACTION 

The indication of the allowability of claims 79-85 has been withdrawn. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 85 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Claim 85 recites the limitation "the electrically and thermally conductive layer" in 
lines 1 -2 of the claim. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the 
claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21 (2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 79-80 and 82 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 



Hamada (US 6,114,715). 
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Regarding claim 79, Hamada (715) teaches in figures 8 and 9 and the 
corresponding column and lines a top emitting OLED display (201), comprising: a) a 
substrate (102); b) a patterned electrode (46) formed above the substrate, defining a 
plurality of light emitting elements having gaps between the light emitting elements; c) a 
layer of OLED material (106) disposed above the patterned electrode; d) a continuous 
transparent electrode (108) disposed above the layer of OLED material; and e) a light- 
absorbing auxiliary electrode (46) that is thermally and electrically conductive and in 
electrical and thermal contact with the continuous transparent electrode and located 
over the gaps between the light emitting elements of the display. 

Regarding claim 80, Hamada (715) teaches the display is an active-matrix 
display, and further comprising a layer of active-matrix circuitry formed on the substrate 
under the patterned electrode. 

Regarding claim 82, Hamada (715) teaches the auxiliary electrode comprises a 
uniform light-absorbing material that is thermally and electrically conductive. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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4. Claim 84 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable over Hamada 
(US 6,1 14,715), of record, in view of Takehashi et al. (US 6,624,473). 

Regarding claim 84, Hamada (715) teaches all of the claimed limitations except 
for the gate electrode being made of silver. 

Further regarding claim 84, Takehashi ('473) teaches an EL display comprised 
of, in part, a gate electrode made of silver for the purpose of having an electrode with a 
high melting point to improve the durability of the display. 

Hence, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time 
the invention was made to use the silver gate electrode of Takehashi in the display of 
Hamada for the purpose of improving the durability of the display. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 81 and 83 objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: Regarding claim 81 , the prior art of record neither shows nor suggest the 
auxiliary electrode being located above the transparent electrode, along with the rest of 
the limitations of the claim. Please note that claim 83 is dependent upon claim 81 .
